We trust that his
report will be given to the publie, es-
pecially of the North, with the hope
that it will tend somewhat to subdue
that exulting spirit which finds its
facts in its fancy, and foxtifies its phi-

fo send independent translations
under seal, on a certain day, to be
examined ¥y a committee composed
of the first scholars in England, name-
ly, Dean Milman, Mr. Grote, the his-
torian, Professor Wilson, Dr. Cureton
and Sir Gardner Wilkinson. The
translations were thus sent in to the
committee, and’ on being compared
were found to eoincide, not, indeed,

lately been torn down for the pnrpdse
of rebuilding it in harmony  with the
newer parts of the palace. In making
excavations for the new foundations,
a gumber of moulds® for pottery and
an ancient furnace were laid bare by
the workmen. The superintendent
sent ap once for the architeet, who, in
his turn, addvessed Wymself to a dis-
tinguished savant, M. Bertz, for in-
formation with regard to this treasure-
trove. M. Bertz has devoted many
years to the study of archmweological re-
mains of Paris, and recognized in the
fnrnace and eArthenwnre fragments
the work of the celebrated Bernard do
Palissy, to whom the revival of the
cnamelingg of pottery in France is
It appears, in 1500, that Cathe-
rine de Medicis employed Pulissy to
ornament a grottoin the gurden of the
Tuilleries with tlie most grotesque
specimens of his art that he could
produce, a deseription of which is
preserved in the impgrial library.
Among the fignres was 4 ses monster,
composed entirely of shells and ma-
rine plants. The mould of this hay
been found almost entive, and corres-
ponding in all purticnlars with the -
deseription in the contract written by
order of the Queen. The walls of the
furnace are immensely thick. Tho
grotto itself is still supposed to exist
in the Tuilleries garden, and permis- 4
sion to searah for it has been asked.
Bernard de Palissy reduced himself to
extreme poverty in his enthusinstic
search after the lost process of ena-
meling. A picture at Scvres repre-
sents him cutting ‘his furniture to
pieces to make fire-wood for his pre-
cious pots and dishes. He is called
Palissy, the potter; but was, in fact,

a man of grent learning, having de- S

livered lectures, in Paris, on the §
monuments of antiguit—*‘on earth,
stonés and metals’=ut the age of
soventy-five years. Although: em
ployed by Catherine de Medicis, I
was a Protestant, and was at last im
risoned in the Bastile, (1589,) wher}
e died in his ninetieth year. A mon
ment was erected tohim a few monthi
ago in his native town of Agenois.
